MANY HAPPY RETURNS 
CANBERRA — TRA — tra — tra 


How many supporters who have turned 
out for today's game remember last year’s 
Canberra City-Western Suburbs match? 

That event, held on the 23rd April 1977 
proved to be very important indeed: it 
helped to make Canberra City what it.is to- 
day and — perhaps this is not an overstate- 
ment — influenced the development of ’ 
soccer in Australia. The fruits of that day 
are not yet fully grown, but there is every 
sign that they will be. 

Yet the momentous happenings did not 
take place on the pitch, but on the southern 
end of the grandstand where, during this 
match, the CANBERRA — TRA —tra —tra 
was born. 

The birth of the cheer squad was not an 
accident, but grew out of the conviction 
that what Australian soccer lacks is not so 
much higher playing standards, but match 
atmosphere; that soccer is uniquely a sport 
of spectator involvement at an emotional 
level, and unless the atmosphere conducive 
to involvement can be created, soccer will 
never be a meaningful sport in Australia. 
We have talked obout this for years and 
late in 1975 my son, Chris, wrote a letter 
to Seccer World (5.9.1975) bemoaning 
that vocal encouragement at. Australian 
matches is virtually non existent, and 
Australians watch soccer games like 
‘stunned mullets’. 

Hal Leslie in the Annual Report for 
1977 referred to me and my ‘inspiration’ 
generously — but the creation of the Cheer 
Squad was really not an inspriation, but 
the result of years of thought processes 
which ran as follows: If we can have sup- 
porters hére responding to matches as sup- 
porters respond to games in Britain and 
Europe, we are set on the spiral route to 
soccer success: Exciting, involved atmos- 
phere brings more people through the 
gates — more people bring more sponsor- 
ship — more sponsorship buys better players 
— better players brings success — success 


rings -better spectator atmosphere — and

| spoke about this at a foundation mem- 
ers’ meeting in April last year and decided 
) launch a cheer squad. 

\t was not easy. Through the Canberra 
imes | called for interested people to 
eet at Manuka, but only 3 or 4 turned up. 

Ron Wilson, who was present at that 
jundation members’ meeting was my only 
alper when on the 23rd of April | went 
st early to Phillip Oval to locate our signs 
id banners.

But it was an uphill struggle. The match 
as dismal with 0-3 against us.

In the bus | recognised most of the 
3-15 staunch men and women who dared 
re chill of the Phillip Oval a week before.

ddst of 3,000 silent Greeks, behind the 
neer Squad banner Canberra — Tra — Tra 

Tra took over the ground. We won a 
iluable draw, gained the attention of the 


Sydney Press, and this forty member core 
of the Cheer Squad gained faith and con- 
fidence to grow soon to 400 and then to 
over a thousand. 

Within months, the Canberra Cheer 
Squad became a legend in Australian 
soccer: .interstate soccer writers, coaches 
were writing about us with envy and the 
crowds began to grow. 

With the coming of the new year we 
have achieved the ultimate: we do not have 
a cheer squad anymore — we do not need 
one — In Canberra every single spectator 
cheers, particularly when things are not 
going in our way. If anything, this is the 
Cheer Squad founder’s greatest pride.

The Juniors who provide the Guard of 
Honour and Ball Boys today come from 
Canberra North Soccer Club. The Club’s 
history goes back to the early development 
of junior soccer in Canberra. 

Prior to 1966, junior soccer in Canberra 
was non-existent, despite the fact that in 
the late 1950s and early 1960s, teams from 
the A.C.T. fared well in national competi- 
tions in the higher age groups such as U17 
and U18 years. 

In 1966 a limited junior competition 
was formed and three age groups, U14, 
U12 and U10 conducted a competition. 
Canberra North was formed in this year 
and fielded a team of boys ranging from 4 
to 11 years in the U12 age group and did 
not win a game. 

There was not much of an jncrease in 
overall numbers the following year but 
Norths were able to field an U12 team 
again and this time won the premiership. 

In 1968 it was possible to enlarge the 
competition by starting an U8 group. 
Norths were able to field a team in each of 
the U8, U10, and U12 age groups. 

In 1969 Norths growth continued with 
teams in U7, U9, U11 and U13. Premier- 
ships were gained in all divisions except the 
U7. 

In 1970, it became possible to form 
competitions for all age groups from U7 to 
U14. Norths entered nine teams and won 
premierships in U8, U10, U12 and U14. All 
except the U8 side weré unbeaten during 
the season and the U7 and U13 were 
runners-up. 

The next year Norths won the Ron 
Harrison trophy for the most successful 
club and the O’Connor Pharmacy trophy 
for the team with the best goal aggregate 
by the U12 team. 

In 1975 Norths entered the Football 
Leauge ist division competition fielding 
three teams. They also fielded fifteen 
unior teams that season.

Ray Mc- 
Gregor was the foundation president fol- 
lowed by Bill Fairbanks, Ron Clarke, Jock 
Cheyne and Don Rushan our president 
today.

Corison Comments 


REFEREES? ROBOTS, ROBBERS, 
OR RULERS 


Here in Canberra referees are copping a 
caning. The local referees are. viewed as 
being incompetent by many vocal soccer 
supporters, and Johnny Warren for the first 
time in 20 years has publicly made dis- 
paraging remarks about the standards of 
P.S.L. referees. 

Let us place the whole issue into perspec- 
tive. Referees are human, they are not in- 
fallible, and they do make mistakes. They 
are not supposed to make mistakes, of 
course, and are thought of as robots dressed 
in black with built-in computers to make 
themselves incapable of making errors. Not 
so, obviously. The man in black, even after 


many years of experience is given top Aus-. 


tralian ratings because he has proved him- 
self to have three outstanding qualities — 
impartiality, consistency, and knows how 
to control. Think about it. No referee 
would deliberately set out ot rob a team. If 
he did, he is stupid, and like any dishonest 
person deserves everything he gets. But 
many times a referee is called unfair 
through no. fault of his own — because his 
linesmen are, incompetent. This is very 
important. If a referee has no confidence in 
his linesmen, then he is nervous about his 
ability to referee the match with skill and 
understanding. | for one think that the 
P.S.L. referees have had very poor linesmen 
in nearly every Canberra home match this 
season. 

Secondly, a referee must bé consistent. 
His decisions must be understood by 
players and spectators alike. If he allows a 
player to foul badly, and not punish him, 
and then severely punish another player 
the referee is asking for trouble. 

Thirdly, and most importantly, a referee 
must be a ruler. He must control the game 
as unobirusively as possible yet still keep a 
firm: hand on proceedings. Many so-called 
good referees are technically excellent, but 


they cannot contro/ a game or its players. 
Players swear, abuse each other, and foul 
another player. The referee must have 
enough skill, tact, and understanding to 
differentiate between the deliberate “and 
the accidental, the serious foul and the 
professional actors, the skilful player and 
the opportunist dirty player. Many players 
are niggled into violent conduct by smart 
opponents, who plead innocence when the 
defending player retaliates. How many 
games have you seen ruined by the dingo 
player’ and the dumb referee who falls for 
it? 

Having said all that, the standard of 
refereeing in the Philips League needs up- 
grading. Howe? | suggest the following may 
help. 

(a) only Grade 1 referees act as lines- 

men; 

(b) raise the physical personal fitness 
levels of top referees; 

(c) pay them double what they get; 

(d) protect them from idiots who run 
onto the field, and compensate 
them financially if such an attack 
occurs; 

(e) upgrade their skills by giving selected 
referees experience in Europe, U.K. 
and South East Asia; ; 

(f) bring world class referees to Aus- 
tralia as resource persons for alli 
referees to listen to and watch. 

There are five positive suggestions to the 
Philips League Management. Our referees 
ought to be respected as rulers, not com- 
puterised robots, or ratbag robbers. The 
League will suffer unless standards of 
refereeing keep pace with quality of play- 
ing and the quality of coaching.
